JAMAICA BANANAS 

A definite move to advance the in¬ 
ter-Empire trade, had concrete result 
when bananas from Jamaica arrived 
on the Western Canadian market. 
Calgary received a two car consign¬ 
ment. This has been the first ap¬ 
pearance of Jamaica bananas on" 
Western markets. Hitherto bananas 
have come irom United States Mexico 
and Central America. Transportation 
and a monopoly of trade have kept 
banana prices very high. In order to 
promote the West Indian trade, Can¬ 
ada agreed to place a duty of 50c a 
bunch on bananas imported through 
American ports, and the C.N. con¬ 
structed a fleet of liners to run be¬ 
tween Montreal and the West Indies. 
The new duty imposed by Canada, 
would mean $200 tariff on a single 
carload of American fruit. As-soon 
as U.S. interests had learned that 
Jamaican bananas were in Western 
Canada, they telegraphed price quo¬ 
tations 60 to 75 cents lower than 
ihose previously quoted. The Canada 
West Indies Co., Ltd., of Montreal, 
and Jamaica has guaranteed to sup¬ 
ply the banana trade. Later on it is. 
expected that suah perishable fruits 
as grapefruit, oranges and pineapple 
will be shipped from the British West 
Indies. Not only does this more stim 
ulate inter-empire trade, but it will 
provide fruit at more reasonable rate 
to the consumer.

MAKE WAR ON PESTS 

To all interested in the saving of 
farm crops and in the propagation of 
gam e birds, the following contests 
should appeal. These competitions 
are organized by the Department of 
Agriculture. As a result of last years 
competitions, generous sums of mon¬ 
ey were distributed through the prov¬ 
ince last fall. 

Cash prizes from,one to two hun¬ 
dred dollars will be paid by the Dept, 
of Agriculture for gopher tails, feet 
and eggs of crows and magpies taken 
in 1929 up to November 1. , 

Points Checked—One point for each 
gopher tail; two points for each crows 
foot; two points for each magpie’s 
foot; two points for each crows’ or 
magpie’s egg. 

Competition for Children—All per¬ 
sons of school age attending Separate 
Public or High School may compete. 
Four hundred and sixty-five cash priz 
es from one to seventy-five dollars 
will be paid in order to those getting 
greatest number of points. Two hun¬ 
dred points fust be earned to qualify. 

Competition for Schools—The five 
schools earning greatest number of 
points will be in order awarded prizes 
ranging from ten to seventy dollars. 
Over 2500 points must be earned to 
qualify. (Children may enter as indi¬ 
viduals and with their school). 

Competition for Residents—One 
hundred fifty prizes from one to sev- 
entp-five dollars for residents secur¬ 
ing greatest points. Two hundred 
points earned to qualify. 

Competition for Clubs.—Six cash 
prizes totalling $600 awarded to 
Game Protective Associations, Gun 
Clubs and -other organizations win¬ 
ning greatest number of points. Ov¬ 
er 10,000 points earned to qualify.

Plans for placing 1,000 young Bri-

' present season were, presented to the j 
1 Board of Home Missions of the Uni¬ 
ted Church of Canada the other day 
by G. W. Bowman, chairman, and A. 
MacLaren, secretary of the immigra¬ 
tion committee. Last season they set- 
i tied 151 boys from Great Britain with 
farmers in central and western Ontar¬ 
io. In the past 30 days Mr. MacLaren 
has placed 151 boys and 110 young 
men from British Isles with Ontario 
farmers.

APPEAL CASE 

The appeal of Milton H. Ward of 
Arrowwood from the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Boyle in the action of Wilson 
against Ward has been allowed by 
the unanimous judgment of the Ap¬ 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court 

The action is on e of considerable lo 
cal interest, especially to our subscrib 
ers in the Arrowwood district. It in¬ 
volved the ownership of Section 23, 
Township 20, Range 24, West of the 
4th Meridian which formerly belong¬ 
ed to one A. L. Pellon. Evidence at 
the trial showed that in May of 1927 
Pellon applied to Ward for a loan of 
$1800.00. Ward agreed to advance 
the required amount if Pellon would 
sell him the section for $24,320.00 on 
terms whereby the amount of the ad¬ 
vance should be considered th e cash 
payment, the remainder being pay¬ 
able at the rate of $5000.00 a year; 
Pellon to hav e the right to repurchase 
the land within a period of 90 days by 
repaying the $1800 and interest. A 
very informal agreement was prepar¬ 
ed and the cas e hinged upon the in¬ 
terpretation of this document. Pellon 
failed to repay the amount received 
from Ward within the 90 day period. 
Ward was at th e time in possession 
of the land as tenant and continued in 
possession and later had considerable 
dealings with Pellon who subsequent¬ 
ly transferred all his interests to Wil¬ 
son, the Plaintiff in the action. 

I In the action Wilson claimed that 
the document was in fact given mere¬ 
ly as security for a loan and should be 
] interpreted as a security or mortgage. 
I The Defendant Ward claimed that the 
document was in itself an agreement 
I for sale and that Pellon und the Plain 
tiff by their subsequent conduct had 
not only admitted it to be a sale but 
also were estopped from denying it. 
The section,was tried before Justice 
Boyle early in March and occupied al¬ 
most an entire week. The Trial Judge 
held in favor of the Plaintiff, interpre 
ting the document as a mortgage or 
security only, and gave to the Plain¬ 
tiff the right to redeem, by repaying 
the $1800.00 and interest and subse¬ 
quent advances made by Ward. 

The judgment of the Appellate Di¬ 
vision was delivered by'the Honorable 
Chief Justice Harvey and the other 
njembers of the Court, Justices Hynd- 
man, Clark, Mitchell and Lunney, con¬ 
curred in his judgment. It complete¬ 
ly reverses the judgment of the Trial 
Judge, holding that the document it¬ 
self should be interpreted as an agree 
ment for sale, that there was nothing 
in the evidence submitted by th e Plain 
tiff as to what transpired when the 
agreement was made to indicate a con 
trary intention as claimed by the 
Plaintiff and that the evidence of the 
subsequent admissions and dealings 
by Pellon and the Plaintiff indicated 
that they understood that Ward was 
purchaser of the land. The judgment 
directs that the appeal be allowed, the 
trial judgment set aside and judg¬ 
ment entered for the Defendant Ward 
and that the Plaintiff pay all costs 
both of the action and the appeal. 

The Plaintiff was represented both 
at the trial and on the appeal by J. S. 
Mavor K.C., and A. B. Gibson. A. A. 
Ballachey, K.C., and C. F. Heseltine 
appeared for the Defendant Ward, the 
successful appellant.

NEW APPOINTMENT 

Tlie Bank of Montreal announces 
the appointment of Mr Wm. McDon¬ 
nell as Superintendent of Alberta 
Branches, with headquarters at Cal¬ 
gary, to succeed Mr. C. W. Chester¬ 
ton, who has been appointed Superin¬ 
tendent of Branches in British Colum¬ 
bia. Mm. McDonnell, who was borr. 
and educated at Peterboro, Ontario, 
entered the service of the Bank at 
Moncton in 1809, and after experience 
at other brandies in Eastern Canada 
was transferred to Winnipeg in 1906. 
A few years later he became account¬ 
ant at Moose Jaw, and after holding 
a similar position at Port Arthur re¬ 
turned as manager to Moose Jaw in 
1912. From 1917 to 1923 he was as¬ 
sistant manager in Winnipeg, and in 
the latter year was promoted to the 
position of inspector of branches in 
the Western Division in which capac¬ 
ity he was in intimate touch with busi 
ness activities throughout the three 
Prairie Provinces. For the past four 
years Mr. McDonnell has held the po¬ 
sition of Assistant District Superin¬ 
tendent of Ontario Branches. 

CO OP. INSTITUTE 

The Co-Operative Institute which 
was held last year in Edmonton under 
the L'.F.A. government auspices was 
so successful that this year it is plan¬ 
ned to hold three of these conventions 
in Alberta, one at Vermilion, one at 
Olds and one at Lethbridge. They 
will run somewhat on the Chautauqua 
plan, the convention in Lethbridge op 
ening a day earlier than that at Olds, 
and the Vermilion meeting still a day 
later. This gives the speakers an op¬ 
portunity to circulate amongst the In¬ 
stitutes. 

The south country is naturally inter 
ested most deeply in the Lethbridge 
convention. Mrs, B.' F. Kiser, High 
River, is head of the committee in 
charge of the junior work of the con¬ 
vention committee, together with Mes 
srs. Scholefield and Peterson of Cal¬ 
gary and Benuion of Lethbridge. 

The funds which have * launched 
these Institutes, have been from mon¬ 
ey handed to the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment from the Dominion Wheat Board 
The finest of speakers on all co-oper¬ 
ative method's are secured from Can¬ 
ada and United States, and these insti 
tute ru<a:l ing.s have proved most at- 
tracti\^BNid profitable. The provincial 
speakers this year at Lethbridge are 
Premier Brownlee, Dr. Wallace and 
H. W. Wood. A number of outside 
authorities will also give lectures. 

The gatherings are open to every¬ 
one and the dates of the Lethbridge 
Institute are June 24, 25 and 26. 

gasto¥ontana? 

Hon. Chas. Stewart; Minister of the 
Interior, has been in Calgary attend¬ 
ing a conference regarding the pos¬ 
sibility of utilizing the waste gas of 
Turner Valley. Many intricacies en¬ 
ter into this problem which concerns 
the Dominion Government, Provin¬ 
cial Government and City of Calgary. 
Gas wastage at burner Valley has 
been a blot on efficiency for \ a time, 
and many solutions of varying na¬ 
tures have been offered. 

Mr. Stewart said that three ques¬ 
tions must be considered (1) the pos¬ 
sible [life of the gas supply of the 
field; (2) whether or ndt tW gas sup¬ 
ply would be required uWlly in the 
future; (3) what effect the exporta¬ 
tion of gas by pipe line would have 
upon the quantities of gas running 
through other properties in the field. 

The newest proposition to be con¬ 
sidered is that of piping gas from Al¬ 
berta oil fields to Montana. An ap¬ 
plication has been made by the Range 
Oil & Gas Co. Ltd. Calgary for these 
rights. Direct action is impossible 
until the whole question is considered. 

The laying of a pipe line from 
Turner Valley to Montana would en¬ 
tail heavy expenditure, and the gov¬ 
ernment, before granting a permit 
must be reasonably sure that the ven¬ 
ture would be successful. 

The first proposition which the goV 
ernment has considered in this con¬ 
nection was the manufacture of car¬ 
bon black. This was being developed 
quietly, when added gas production in 
U.S. sent prices very low and the 
plan was temporarily abandoned. 
However, the very serious gas wast¬ 
age of millions of cubic feet daily, de¬ 
mands that immediate steps be taken. 

Another peculiar situation in the 
Turner field is confronting the Do¬ 
minion government. A check up of 
Dominion properties shows that the 
government lands comprise only 
about thirty per cent, of the property 
in the district. The biggest bulk of 
property is owned by the C. P. R. and 
the Imperial Oil. 

Mr. Stewart said: “We thought it 
possible that we might discontinue 
the sale of leases, but when we found 
out that other interests could come 
right up to our property line and 
drill and drain the resources from our 
jiroperties, this plan also was aband¬ 
oned. , 

Amongst those confering with Mr. 
Stewart were Premier Brownlee, 
Mayor Osborne, Commissioner Graves 
Solicitor Brockington and several rep 
resentatives from Dept, of Mines Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The warm hold which King George 
has in the affections of his people was 
once more demonstrated when he was 
received at Windsor, as the report 
says, “like a conquering hero.’’
